';- "Each government is free to reject 
it if it pleases. Nothing could have 
been made more clear to the confer' 
<nce than the right of our Congress 
under our constitution to exercise its 
independence in all matters of peace 
and war. No attempt was made to 
question or limit that right. 
The 


United States will, indeed, undertake 
under Article X to 'respect and pre- 
serve as against external aggression 
the territorial integrity and existing 
political independence of the league,' 
and that engagement constitutes a 
*'ery grave and solemn obligation. 
•But it is a moral, not a legal obliga- 
tion, and leaves our Congress abso- 
lutely free to put its on interprcta- 
•tion upon it in all cases that call for 
action. It is binding in conscience 
•only, not in law. 


"Article X seems to me to consti 


tute the very backbone of the whole 
-covenant. Without 
it 
the league 


would hardly be more than an influ- 
ential debating society. 


"It has several times been suggest- 


ed, in public debate and in private 
conference, that interpretations of 
the sense in which the United States 
accepts the engagements of the cov- 
enant should be embodied in the in- 
Airumcnt of ratification. 


"There can be no reasonable ob- 


jection to such interpretation ac- 
companying the act of ratification 
provided they do not form a part of 
the ratification itself. Most of the 
interpretations which have been sug- 
gested to me embody what seems to 
tne the plain meaning of the instru- 
ment itself. But if such interpreta- 
tion should constitute a part of the 
formal resolution of ratification long 
delays would be inevitable conse- 
quence inasmuch as all the many 
governments concerned would have 
to accept, in effect the language of 
the Senate as the language of the 
Senate before ratification would be 
complete.
